Dear Mr Booth 

Thank you for your email of 10 May 2011 where you requested information about 
correspondence between DECC and the Prince of Wales's charities. We have now 
completed our consideration of your request. 

In our letter of 8 June we advised you that DECC do not hold information relevant to 
your request regarding correspondence with The Prince's Accounting for 
Sustainability Project or The Prince's Foundation for the Built Environment. A copy 
of the information DECC holds relevant to START is enclosed. 

Some of the information contained in these documents has been removed and is 
withheld in accordance with Section 40(2) of the Freedom of Information Act. 
Section 40(2) provides an absolute exemption for personal data which then falls to 
be dealt with under the Data Protection Act. Personal data of third parties can only 
be disclosed in accordance with the data protection principles. In particular, the first 
data protection principle requires that disclosure must be fair and lawful and must 
comply with one of the conditions in Schedule 2 of the Data Protection Act. We do 
not think that it is fair to release the names of junior members of staff or third parties 
and do not think that any of the relevant conditions apply. 

DECC holds further information relevant to your request which is not included with 
the attached documents. This is withheld in accordance with Section 37(1 )(aa) of 
the Freedom of Information Act which provides an absolute exemption for 
communications with the heir to, or the person who is for the time being second in 
line of succession to, the Throne and those acting on their behalf. The information 
contains correspondence with the office of HRH The Prince of Wales and this 
information is therefore exempt by virtue of Section 37(1 )(aa). 

Information has also been withheld in accordance with Section 41(1) of the Freedom 
of Information Act. Section 41(1) provides an absolute exemption for information that 
we have obtained from any other person, including another public authority, and 
where disclosing it would constitute an actionable breach of confidence by that or 
any other person. The correspondence contains confidential information obtained 
from START. This information is subject to a duty of confidence and disclosure of the 



information would constitute an actionable breach of confidence. We have therefore 
reached the view that the confidential information contained in the correspondence is 
exempt by virtue of section 41(1). 

Please accept my sincere apologies for the significant time taken to answer your 
request. Let me assure you that DECC takes its responsibilities under the Freedom 
of Information Act 2000 very seriously and it is our aim to respond to all requests 
made under the Act within statutory target time. Some requests are more complex 
than others and need to be considered by a number of interested parties before a 
fully considered substantive response can be issued. This can take time and lead to 
a small number of requests taking longer than we would have liked. Unfortunately 
this has been the case with your request and we are very sorry that this has meant 
that we have not been able to provide you with a response until now. I also apologise 
that you were not kept more closely informed regarding progress of your request. 

I note that you have requested an internal review of your request. Please could you 
inform me whether you still wish us to conduct a review? 

If you do pursue your internal review and are not content with the outcome, you have 
the right to apply directly to the Information Commissioner for a decision. The
